HORRIBLE 
ACCIDENT 

In Which Little Girl is Killed 
and Her Mother Injured in 



Madeline Ketchum, six-year- 
old daughter of Mrs. James 
(Tige) Hampton, of Winchester, 
instantly killed and her mother 
seriously injured Sunday after- 
noon when they were struck by 
the automobile of Dr. M. L. 
Myers, well known Winchester 
dentist when they stepped di- 
rectly in front of his machine 
though it was not going at a rap- 
id rate of speed. The ac- 
cident took place on the 
Lexington pike! Hampton, 
his wife and little girl were rid- 
ing a motorcycle and lost the 
chain of their machine in some 
way. Dr. Myers came up in his 
automobile, slowed down and 
asked if he could be of any as- 
sistance. Mrs. Hampton and the 
child were out in the pike look- 
ing for the lost chain and as the 
automobile approached, Mr. 
Hampton shouted a warning to 
them to "lookout for the ma- 
chine." They eviden'y were 
confuted for they stepped direct- 
ly in front of the automobile, 
which was almost upon them, 
and the chi'd was instantly kill- 
ed. The mother, who formerly 
was the wife of Dan Ketchum, 
of Jackson, was badly bruised 
and was dragged by the car for a 
considerable distance. She was 
cut about the head and eyes, 
but is not seriously injured.

DROUTH DAMAGING TO 
MONTGOMERY CROPS 

Last week was an ideal one tar 
farm work, and a grtat deal was 
accomplished on many farms, 
especially in tobacco, where 
plows and hoes have been run- 
ning from daylight until dark. 
While thre arc some fields of to- 
bacco in the county that look 
good and indicate good growth, 
the majority of the fields are 
very backward, and little start 
has been made. The ground is 
very dry and another good rain 
is needed that will penetrate the 
soil to a good depth. Some to- 
bacco men have become discour- 
aged already, but is seems as if 
this was a little early, as the 
•reed grows very rapidly every- 
where when it starts and a little 
rain now and then will bring it 
right along. 

Wheat harvest If on and a 
great deal of wheat, barley and 
rye has ben threshed. There 
were some fine wheat crops in 
the county, and a field of twenty 
acres belonging to Mr. John T. 
Woodford, averaged 33 bushels 
per acre. Various other fields 
showed averages of 19 to 26 
bushels. The quality of wheat is 
good compared to year s before, 
but the price is low, ranging 
around 75 cents per bushel, and 
little is selling anywhere. 

Grass pastures are not extra 
i, r ood at this time, but cattle 
seem to be doing very well, and 
sales of heavy stuff are being 
made steadily for July and Aug 
ust delivery at prices ranging 
from 8 to 814 cents. 

Rain is needed everywhere 
and water is scarce on some of 
the farms now and the ground i s 
very dry in places. 

Only few sales are going on. 
Ray Moss sold a nice three-year- 
old mare by Forest Denmark, 
dam by Montgomery Squirrel, 
to Algin Derickson, of Breathitt 
county, for a good price. Mr 
Mom also sold to the Sanitary 
Meat Market, this city, sixteen 
850-pound corn fed heifers at 
$6.75 per hundred. 

Dan Welsch purchased from 
W. L. Ricketts twelve 800- 
pound heifers at $6.75 per hun 
dred pounds. 

E. S. Cunningham bought last 
week from imoi Weil, of Lex- 
ington, 25 head of fancy West- 
ern steers, weight QOO pounds, 
at 7J/J cents per pound.

A single spraying at 
this time will in ordinary cases 
serve to keep the trees from se- 
vere injury for the rest of the 
summer. This preparation must 
be applied by means of a force 
pump and spray nozzle. Pumps 
of sufficient strength and capac- 
ity to spray large elm trees may 
be bought for from about twenty 
to thirty dollars. The hose nec- 
essary must be strong and of 
such length (fifty feet at least) 
that the one using the nozzle can 
climb up into the trees and so 
reach the topmost branches. 
Outfits of the sort needed for 
such spraying can be bought of 
the Deming Co., Salem, Ohio; or 
of the Goulds Manufacturing 
Co., Senaca Falls, N. Y. ; or of a 
number of other similiar man- 
ufacturing establishments. Any 
one with good muscles can oper- 
ate these pumps.

LESS WHISKEY; 

MORE BEER 

Americans drank less whiskey 
during the past twelve months 
than they did the year before, 
but they consumed more beer 
and smoked a great many more 
cigarettes. 

Reports to the internal reve- 
nue commissioner made public 
showed that receipts for the fis- 
cal year just closed total $864,- 
069 less than for the previous 
year, and most of this decline 
was due to the marked falling 
off in tax collected on distilled 
spirits. Datailed statements 
for the month of June are not 
yet available, but for the first 
eleven months of the fiscal year 
there was a decrease of $3,734,857 
in the income from the manu- 
facture and sale of distilled liq- 
uors, due in part to reduction 
in the number of licenses. Es- 
timates on the June receipts in- 
dicated the total decline in dis- 
tilled liquor tax for twelve 
months will be $4,250,000.

WOOL GROWERS 

URGE LEGISLATION 

As a result of the sheep and 
WOOl conference held recently in 
Washington growers and manu- 
facturers are urging a Federel 
bounty system as a means to ex- 
terminate predatory animals on 
western ranges, the enactment 
of State laws to control dogs in 
farm States, the standardization 
of wool by the Department of 
Agriculture, the establishment 
of Government sheep-breeding 
farms to determine the breeds of 
sheep best adapted to various 
conditions and the creation of 
wool colleges for the promotion 
of more scientific methods in 
wool production. 

In the report addressed to the 
Secretary of Agriculture by a 
Committee appointed for the 
purpose, it is pointed out that 
the sheep industry of the United 
States is now valued at approxi- 
mately $230,000,000, but that 
unfavorable conditions are caus- 
ing the supp'y of sheep to de- 
crease rapidly. The conference 
was called by the Secretary in 
order to consider the problems 
presented by this situation. 

The committee presents its 
conclusions in part as follows: 

A careful estimate indicates 
that apporximately $15,000,000 
worth of poultry and live stock 
are annually destroyed in this 
country by the predatory wild 
animals. In the Western States, 
on which most of this burden 
falls, the great percentage of 
these predatory animals are bred 
and raised on land properly 
withdrawn from settlement by 
t he Federal Government. Under 
such conditions those interested 
|n our animal husbandry feel 
that the Nation should assume 
its share of this burden through a 
system of national bounties. 

In the farming States thous- 
ands of sheep are annually de-* 
stroyed by dogs, and this menace 
keeps many farmers from tak- 
ing up sheep husbandry, thus re- 
ducing the nation's supply of 



rncat and wool. There is a press- 
ing nerd for better legislation on 
this subject in many of the 
States, and we ro.-pectfully sug- 
gest that the Department of 
\griculture could materially as- 
sist in securing such legislation 
by giving this movement its 
moral support in every way 
possible. 

At the present time we have 
in the United States no general 
ly accepted standards for the de- 
termination of the various grades 
"f wool. This lack of standardiza- 
tion makes it impossible for the 
woolgrowcr to know what grade 
of wool he is producing or the 
value of it in the market. We ap- 
preciate the most useful work 
done by the Department of Ag- 
riculture in the standardization 
of cotton snd we urgently peti- 
tion that at the earliest possible 
Imoment your department will 
rake up the matter of standard- 
izing wool. 

Woolgrowing is a science that 
requires not only the sound judg- 
ment of practical breeders, but 
the technical knowledge possess- 
ed by the trained expert. We 
therefore appreciate that under 
present conditions there is im- 
mediate need for the establish- 
ment of Government sheep- 
breeding farms, one of which 
shall be located in the inter- 
mottntsin States and another in 
the central part of the United 
.States, where, under supervis- 
ion of experts, experiments may 
be conducted to determine what 
tvpc of sheep produces the most 
desirable quality of wool and is 
best adapted to the conditions 
existing in the various parts of 
the territory concerned. Tn con- 
nection with this the Govern 
ment breeding farm, we would 
urge the maintenance of a wool 
college where a short course in 
wool, woolgrowing, and sheep 
breeding would be available to 
those connected with our sheep 
industry. The urgent need of 
such institutions leads us to ask 
that every effort be made to es- 
tablish them in the near future.

A small crowd was in town 
Monday for county court. Prac- 
tically no stock was on the 
market and very little business 
was transacted. The principal 
topics of conversation were the 
Thomas-Cantrill Congressional 
race, the approaching local op- 
tion campaign and the prevail- 
ing drouth.

Se\enty-five cents, the farmers 
say. is not enough and some of 
them are talking about holding 
their wheat while others are 
thcatening to feed it to the hogs. 
The buyers, on the contrary, say 
that the whole country is full of 
wheat and that it is rank foolish- 
ness to look for dollar wheat in 
the face of such unprecedented 
production. 

"The question of price re- 
mains to be settled by the buyers 
and sellers, it requiring two to 
make a bargain in selling wheat 
as in other acts of barter and 
sale. What is of present and fu- 
ture interest to the consumer is 
the price of the 200,000,000 bar- 
rels of flour and the sixty billion 
loaves of bread that are antici- 
pated by the mathematician. If 
the buyers can get this magnifi- 
cent wheat crop for seventy-five 
cents, will the consumer be able 
to buy flour at a proportionate- 
reduction? If wheat is to be 
cheap, flour should be cheap al- 
-o." Courier-Journal.

One measure of a farmer's success 
is the "mount of money which he 
has left to pay him for his own labor 
after he hap met all other expenses 
of running his farm, writes D. W. 
Fivar in the Breeder's (Jazette. The 
legitimate running expenses of the 
farm do not include personal, living 
or household expenses. This sum 
received bv the farmer for his own 
labor for the year ia his labor in- 
come. 

Some farmers are making labor 
incomes about as large as their hired 
men and some are making good 
yearly salaries. Others are receiving 
little or nothing for their labor. 
Their farm income is largely or en- 
tirely from the interest on their in- 
vestment. Fanners who are not 
making labor incomes equal to the 
wages of a good hired man would be 
better off financially if they would 
sell their farms, put their money out 
at interest and work for wages. 

An example will make this plain. 
Assume that a farmer has a farm 
income of $1,500, and that his farm 
investment ia $20,000. Interest on 
this at six per cent, is $1,200. The 
difference between this amount and 
$1,500, or $300, represents his labor 
income. If his net income is only 
$1,200, then he has no labor income 
and is working for nothing. 

Farmers should keep sufficient rec- 
ords of their business to enable them 
to determine their labor income. 
This means taking an inventory at 
the opening and closing of the year 
and keeping a record of the expenses 
and receipts. 

If a farmer is not making ordi- 
nary wages in addition to a fair rate 
of interest on his investment, he 
ought to know it, and then take steps 
to learn why and to correct the 
trouble. On the other hand, some 
farmers are making more than good 
interest on their investment and 
wages for the time which they put 
in. If they are not making as much 
money as they would like it may be 
because their investment is too small 
and the time they actually work too 
li

RAPIDLY INCREASING 

"The demand for veal has in- 
creased rapidly, and not only are 
tin- surplus dairy calves slaught- 
ered but thousands of beef calves 
as well until a calf will sell for 
from $8 to $12 when only two to 
three months old." 

This quotation form Farmers' 
Bulletin 588 of the department 
means that unless the farmer has 
unlimited cheap feeds, it is us- 
ually more profitable to market 
the dairy or dual-purpose calves 
than to attempt to raise them, 
even though some of them might 
make good steers. While many 
deplore this heavy slaughter of 
calves, and legislation against it 
has been urged, the consumer's 
demand must be met. 

W hile the number of cattle 
has decreased, the demand for 
meat ha> naturally ceased, but 
the packers, that they may pro- 
vide cheaper meat, are now buy- 
ing many cattle that were form- 
erly fed. The farmer who form- 
erly bought nearly finished 
cattle as feeders have been com- 
pelled to pay higher prices for 
such cattle or to take thinner 
animals. 

The cattle feeding business 



marketing farm products by con- 
verting them into beef, while the 
manure produced if utilized as a 
by-product for maintaining fer- 
tility.

DEVELOPING THE DAIRY CALF 

Keep the Halfer Growing. Fe^u ti,.r 
Liberally, But Do Not F * HI Her 
—What Feed to G..c. 



(By R. K. PARKINSON, Copyrffht, 1914.) 

The development of a dairy calf 
should begin In the aire aad dam back 
several generations To illustrate. If 
there la land enough to keep a cow 
and money being distinctly an object 
It Is decided to buy a heifer calf and 
ralae It. With this end In view the 
milkman or butcher la interviewed, 
and, being an obliging chap, he finds a 
pretty little boaay, drops $10 Into bia 
pocket and the proapectlve milker la 
installed. For two yeara the beast la 
fed, petted and watched over, and at 
last the eventful day arrives when, 
with new milk pall In hand, the fam- 
ily gather in the barn to watch the 
milking— the result, about eight quarta 
dally. At first that sounds very well, 
but wait a moment. The Massachu- 
aetts Agricultural college has found the 
keep of a cow (feed, Insurance, taxes, 
depreciation, etc.) costs $14604 per 
year, so let us do some figuring: Eight 
quarts for 300 days (the cow being 
dry two months yearly) gives 2,400 
quarts, which If sold at six cents per 
quart would return $ 1 44, a loss of $2.04 
—not quite what we had reckoned on, 
la It? 

Therefore a future dairy cow should 
come from a line of good milkers — at 
least, on the sire's side — and will coat 
as a calf about $25, but the money Is 
well expended, and, the calf once 
purchased, the Importance of spending 
thought as well as feed in Its develop- 
ment should not be forgotten, espe- 
cially during the first six monthH. 
Feed new milk the first two or three 
weeks, four to six quarts daily di 
vided Into three feeds, then gradually 
substitute skim milk and continue so 
to feed until six months old. Skim 
milk and well cured hay, alfalfa or 
clover, fed three tlmea daily, should 
make the bulky part of the ration. 
Silage may take the place of one feed 
of hay when three months old, and 
may be fed twice dally after six 
months. In addition to bulky feed, 
the calf requires grain to furnish nu 
triment and stimulate growth. Feed 
little at first, about a half a pound a 
day in a clean wooden box, and gradu 
ally Increase until two pounds are 
civen. A good mixture consists of 
cornmeal, ground oats and wheat bran 
In equal parts and a half part of lin 
seed meal. Feed the spring calf in 
the barn the first summer, and when 
a year old turn her into a good pas- 
ture, when no other food will be re- 
tired. Fall calves should not be 
obliged to depend entirely on pasture 
until eighteen months old. Keep the 
heifer growing, feed her well, but do 
not fatten her.

The Rerlin police are busy tracing 
the founders of suicide club associa- 
tions, which an' a novelty for Ger- 
many, although they have existed for 
many years in Russia, despite police 
efforts to COM! their growth and cx- 
pansinii. 

A surprisingly large number of 
than chlbf have sprung up in Ger- 
many, and are now handed into as- 
sociations similar to the Russiau or- 
ganizations. Members are nvruitod 
principally from Russian students 
and political refugee*. 

Weekly meetings are held, each 
tune at different places, in order to 
avoid police interference. At each 
HMfttaf some members volunteer to 
commit suicide. I.ota are drawn and 
the victim designated. He has to 
kill himself within the next "*t 
i >urs. 

In order to put him in aa cheerful 
a mood as possible opium or some 
other drug is served, with wines, 
speeches are delivered on the usele<s- 
ness of life and the delightfulh 
hopeful existence of after death. 

Naturally, these weird associa- 
tion* have aroused the suspicions of 
the Herman authorities, and even 
night police raid dens where the 
prospective suicides are likely to lv. 

What put the police on the track 
was the fact that in Berlin wine 
women accepted as members backed 
out when the time came for them 
to kill themselves, and after their ex- 
pulsion took revenge by reporting to 
the police.
